Body of Admiral ViMamil Turned Over 
to the Spanish Authorities. 
Havana. Oct 3d.—The body of tfaa 
Spanish vice admiral. Viliam I!, com- 
ntsfwiMf of the Spanish torpdo flotilla, 
who was killed at the battle of San­ 
tiago. was transferred daring the day 
to' the steamer Montserrat, to be taken 
to Spain. 
The cereatoay of transfer 
was In charge of Captala of the Port 
Young, representing the United Staton 
navy. A salute of nine guns was fired 
at Morro castle. 
Vice Admiral Vlllami) was wounded 
on hoard the destroyer Platon and was 
taken ashore hy Spanish sailors, dying 
shortly after. 
His body was left la

about four aiJea west of the entrance 
to Santiago harbor, and It r%mai**c| 
there about eight months before it was 
discovered, when It was transferred 
to the Santiago arsenal.
